Jim Zikmund who 
was All-America Honorable Mention will be replaced by senior Greg Sexton. 

Two questionable positions on the Tiger starting lineup are at the tight 
end spot and defensive tackle. Mike Hines should receive the starting nod at 
tight end, but due to an injury Hines sustained In the Missouri Southern game, 
Ken Zeigler may fill in. Rick Lacey has started the first two games and is expect- 
ed to play tonight. At Alva, Lacey broke a bone in his hand so Jim Riedel could 
see some action at the tackle position if Lacey is hindered by the injury;
